blisters 
that occur singly or in clusters 
or as areas w here the skin is 
moist, as it often is between 
the toes, w here the outer lay ­ 
ers of the skin have rubbed off. 
It is caused by a fungus and 
is hard to get rid of. 
It is essential to keep the af­ 
fected skin clean and dry and 
to change socks at least once 
a 
day . 
Chloroxy lenol, 
when 
used regularly , clears up most 
cases of this disease and helps 
prevent recurrence. 
It stim u­ 
lates grow th of healthy 
skin 
and helps to evaporate perspir­ 
ation. 
It works better on new in­ 
fections than 
on 
those 
that 
have 
been 
established 
for 
m onths or y ears. 
O ther older 
rem edies 
are 
still 
effective. 
These include undecy lenic acid 
in an aerosol spray and W hit­ 
tle id's ointm ent (either lull or 
half strength).

may take m aintenance doses of 
dipheny lhy dantoin 
(D ilantin ) 
all their lives. This dose is the 
sm allest dose they

and still prevent occurrence of 
seizures.

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Ford Co. Expands 
For Half Billion 


DETROIT (AP) — Ford Motor 
Co. is going to shell out more 
than half a billion dollars on ex­ 
panding its facilities next year, 
Henry Ford II told a news con­ 
ference Monday. 
He said upwards of $75 million 
had been allocated to Michigan 
projects. 
Some of these included: 
I. — A basic oxygen steel- 
making facility 
scheduled 
for 
completion early in 1964. It will 
be adjacent to, and will replace. 
Ford’s present open hearth fa­ 
cilities in the Rouge area. It 
will be equipped with one of the 
largest dust collectors ever built 
to clean air escaping from the 
stacks. 
Arjay Miller, Ford president, 
said the new plant will have a 
capacity of two million tons a 
year. He said workers now at 
the Ford Rouge hearth plant 
will be transferred to the new 
plant. 
2 — Also underway and sched­ 
uled for completion in January 
is a new Michigan truck plant.

Johnson’s pen put an end to 
a three-year struggle launched 
by the late President John F. 
Kennedy to provide federal aid 
for construction of c o l l e g e 
classrooms, laboratories and li­ 
braries. 
The bill that finally reached 
the White House authorizes a 
federal outlay of $1,195,000,000 
over three years. It’s aim is to 
m ake room in higher education 
| institutions for enrollm ents ex- 
jpected to increase from 4.2 mil­ 
lion in 1962 to 7 million by 1970. 
More than half the money — 
$690 million — is earm arked for 
i grants for construction of un- 
jdergraduate and junior college 
facilities. Each state m ust use 
i 22 per cent of its alloment for 
public junior colleges and tech­ 
nical institutes. 
The rem ainder can go to both 
public and private undergradu­ 
ate 
colleges 
for 
building 
li­ 
braries and science, engineer­ 
ing, 
m athem atics and foreign 
language classrooms. The fed­ 
eral grant would be limited to 
one-third of such construction 
costs. 
Another $145 million will go 
for establishing or 
improving 
graduate schools, with the fed­ 
eral grants again being limited 
to one-third of the total cost. 
Finally, the bill provides $360 
million that can be used for 
long-term, low'-interest loans for 
construction of all higher edu­ 
cation academ ic facilities.
